SCHOOL REPORT. 


DISTRICT NO 1. 


Both terms taught by Hattie M. Gove. The teacher was fortunate 
in having the confidence of both parents and pupils, making it pleas- 
ant for all. The pupils made marked progress in all their studies. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


Only one term in this district, and that taught by Miss Mary E. 
Gifford. The school was very backward at the commencement of — 
the term, but a good teacher and industrious scholars made it one of 
the most profitable terms in town. 


: DISTRICT NO. 3. 


Summer term taught by M. Alice Jackson. Good order and fair 
improvement. One class in Elementary Arithmetic made more im- 
provement than any other similar class in town. 

Winter term taught by J. Warren Smith. This was Mr. Smith’s 
first term and was a success. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


Both terms taught by Sadie E. Flanders. The school was conduc- 
ted well, and for the interest of her pupils. Good improvement was 
made in all the studies, and especially so in writing. 


DISTRICT NO. 5. 


Summer and Fall terms taught by Alice R. Ford. The teacher 
was an earnest worker in the school room, and I think gave general 
satisfaction. The school was under a fair state of discipline, and 
made good improvement. 

The winter term was in charge of Stella M. Prince, an able in- 
structor, but there was a lack of order which must prove injurious to 
a school of its size. Fair improvement was made. 
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DISTRICT NO. 6. 


Summer and Fall terms taught by Mary E. Clay. Gvod order was 
maintained during both terms, and good progress was made. 

- Winter term taught by Jennie S. Barney. This was the most ad- 
vanced term of school in town. The district was fortunate in secur- 
ing the services of an able and experienced teacher. The school was 
somewhat broken by sickness, but did not prevent it from making 
rapid advancement. 


DISTRICT NO. 9. : 


Summer term taught by Miss Kate E. Currier. The teacher was 
able to instruct but failed to govern. , 

Winter term under the management of Edward Wayne, was all 
that could be desired. Good order was maintained and good im- 
provement made. 


DISTRICT NO. 10. 


Summer term under the care of Ida L. Ford, a young teacher of 
good qualifications. Fair improvement was made. 

Fall term taught by Laura E. Bucklin, an inexperienced teacher, 
but a good scholar. The term was short, but fair improvement was 
made for the time. 

Clara M. Church, teacher for the winter term. I visited the school 
but once, and only part of the scholars were present, therefore can- 
not report the progress made. The school appeared well. 


DISTRICT NO. 11 


Only one term of school in this district, and that taught by 
Florence P. Felch, with good success, 


DISTRICT NO. 12. 


Only one term and that conducted by G. F. Pettengill. The schol- 
ars were mostly small and not very regular in attendance, but in 
spite of these drawbacks good improvement was made. I think more 
attention was given to writing than any other school in town. 


DISTRICT NO. 13. 


The summer term in this district was in charge of Florence A. 
Eaton, an excellent teacher, who gained the good-will of her schol- 
ars, making the school both pleasant and profitable. 

Winter term taught by Herbert S. Clay, who did not have the per-
